1, II, having been 
exhausted, the publishers concocted a new set of forged proofs of these earlier volumes 
by erasing the lettering from the already twice worked plates, and substituting a new in¬ 
scription in imitation of the first proofs. The third volume has also been frequently 
worked ; but in the present copy we have the earliest and freshest state of the impres¬ 
sion before the full lettering.

lished purses could hope to become possessors 
)f it However little we may censure the scl- 
hh enjoyment by a bibliomaniac of his unique 
>r veiy rare volumes, it could hardly be dc- 
nrahle that the magnus opus of the great 
tn&lyst should become a treasure of that kind, 
fts scarcity was a national misfortune ; which 
I claim to have remedied by employing the 
printers of the original issue to reproduce in 
ypogmphical facsimile the two deficient vo- 
umea. This has been done with complete 
access, enabling me to publish perfect copies 
f the work ; and scientific students ought to 
'oogratulate themselves on having a chance to 
»y Faraday's Researches at a comparatively 
vw price. 

With these facts before the public, what is 
o be said of a self-styled scientific man who 
uinoates that my reproduction is an act of 
illainy, a swindle ? This man (whose scientific 
cameo led him to desire eagerly a work 
kick had become scarce and very costly, but 
ot to esteem the same work when reduced in 
rice) would perhaps be glad to keep the stu- 
ent-workl in darkness, while he gloated over 
is treasure (worth seven or eight guineas) 
iereriy picked op for a moderate sum. In a 
went paragraph in Nature, Mr. Sylvanus 
Wnp m) of Bristol, calls the attention of 
■ confreres to the wickedness of my re-issue 
r Faraday; hinting (though not audacious 
lough to say so in plain words^that my book 
ws not contain the genuine matter of. the 
iginal production. The insinuation is a 
■pid mistake , of which—if my accuser had not 
eo a scientific man—I should be inclined to 
ice the origin to his annoyance at having failed 
overreach me. Its incorrectness is evident 
xn the word facsimile which appears on the 
les of Vols. I and IT, and is equivalent to a 
rtificate from the printers.—Indeed, when I 
oght the copyright from Mrs. Faraday, it 
a at her own special request that I published 


a facsimile re-issue rather than a new edition 
which it might be more difficult to defend 
against a treacherous charge. 

In matters of art, a replica is of course 
less valuable than its archetype : in books for 
study, the reader is anxious only to obtain the 
ipsissima verba of his teacher, which are alike 
precious to him in their first or their thou¬ 
sandth impression. Even from the dilettante's 
point of view, I am amenable to no charge of 
deception, since mv catalogue plainly states that 
two volumes of the Chemieal Researches are 
reprinted. It is true that an advertisement 
published by me in Nature does not enter so 
fully into detail, and simplv offers the book as 
a perfect copy ; but a real man of science on 
seeing it would have accepted my issue for 
what it was, and hailed its appearance with 
gladness. 

I am therefore obliged to conclude that 
this ardent lover of science, misled by the 
advertisement in Nature into supposing that I 
was offering a dear book of which, having 
stolen it, I did not know the worth, rushed at 
once to buy what he thought was an under¬ 
valued copy of a rare work. In fact, his hurry 
evinced a laudable eagerness to take advantage' 
of what seemed an oversight On receiving 
the book ordered, he refused to keep it, angrily 
discovering that it was not all of the. original 
impression, and that instead of clutching at a 
bargain, he was only buying a book which his 
next-door neighbour might have on the same 
terms. Such covetousness, however, is not 
confined to this man alone : a similar instinct 
impels unscrupulous Jews to seek Constanti¬ 
nople at the present moment for the purpose of 
driving bargains with Bashi-Bazonks and Cir¬ 
cassian gentlemen returned from pillage. 

A letter of mine inserted in Nature , in reply 
to Mr. Thompson’s attack, has called forth a 
rejoinder from him, in which he styles Fara¬ 
day's work obsolete and valuable. This nice 
“ derangement of epitaphs” makes me tremble 
for the accuracy of his scientific knowledge.
